(1 ) Appellants' Appeal Brief is defective with respect to the Summary of Claimed 
Subject Matter. Rule 41 .37(c)(1)(v) requires that the Summary of Claimed Subject 
Matter must contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the 
independent claims involved in the appeal. Appellants' Appeal Brief does not expressly 
refer to independent claims 1 and 3 in the Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter. 
Independent claim 1 sets forth an encoder and independent claim 3 sets forth a 
decoder. Appellants have not set forth a concise explanation of the subject matter 
defined in each of the independent claims as required by Rule 41.37(c)(1)(v). 
Moreover, Appellants' Summary of Claimed Subject Matter does not, in fact, provide a 
summary of the claimed subject matter by reference to the elements of the claims. 
Appellants' Summary, with respect to independent claim 1 , does not refer to claimed 
elements of a pitch prediction filter or linear prediction, pitch, and voicing analyzer. 
Appellants' Summary, with respect to independent claim 3, does not refer to a claimed 
element of a linear prediction synthesizer. 

(2) Appellants' Appeal Brief is defective with respect to the Argument. Rule 

41 .37(c)(1)(vii) requires that the Argument must provide a separate subheading for any 
claims argued separately. Appellants refer to independent claim 1 and to independent 
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claim 3. Appellants also separately refer to claims 5 and 6. Appellants must provide a 
separate subheading for independent claim 1 , independent claim 3, and for claims 5 
and 6 in order to comply with Rule 41 .37(c)(1)(vii).
